The present report continues the series estab- 
lished in 1959 covering vocational education and 
training in both the public and private sectors.

With the passing of the Technical and Voca- 
tional Training Assistance Act in December 1960 
and the new programs set up to implement the 
provisions of the Federal-Provincial Agreements, 
changes were introduced in the reporting and 
compiling of statistics of enrolments in publicly- 
sponsored trade courses. In the process of chang- 
ing over to meet the administrative requirements 
of the new Agreements, statistical comparability 
was lost, and. for a period of about 18 months, 



enrolment data tor provincial trade schools and 
some other publicly-operated institutions were either 
“■ot obtained or were incomplete. However, reason- 
able comparability has been nreserveri in the col- 
lection of statistical data for full-time enrolment 
in institutes of technology, vocational high schools, 
private trade and business schools, and apprentice- 
ship courses.

Toutefuis, une comparability suffisante a ete sauve- 
ssrdee dans la reunion des rsnseignemencs statisti- 
ques touenant les inscriptions de plein temps dans 
les instituts techniques, dans les ecoles secondaries 
professionnelles, ecoles de metiers et commerciales 
privees et dans les cours d’apprentissage. 



The data for this survey were obtained from 
monthly and quarterly reports of the provincial 
Departments of Education and Labour, from the 
Vocational Directors of the Departments of Educa- 
tion, and from individual institutions. The data on 
nursing training and on the Labour College of 
Canada were supplied by the Canadian Nurses’ 
Association and the Canadian Labour Congress 
respectively.

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INTRODUCTION 



The present report deals with vocational 
education and training in Canada as it is carried 
on in the nume r ous public and privately-operated 
institutions throughout the country, excluding 
universities. 1 This report continues the annual 
series which commenced with the 1959-60 school 
year. 



Le present rapport traite de la formation et de

There are three basic types of publicly-oper- 
ated institutions offering vocational education and 
training: (i) institutes of technology, which offer 
mainly two- and three-year courses for technicians, 
at a fairly advanced level; (ii) technical, vocational 
and composite high schools, which offer vocation- 
al training along with some academic instruction 
for secondary -level students proceeding in the 
regular educational stream; these schools are 
normally administrated by local or regional boards 
along with the regular elementary and secondary 
school; and (iii) trade schools (sometimes called 
vocational centres) administered by the provincial 
departments, which offer training in selected trades 
and occupations for youths beyond the school- 
leaving age who have dropped out of the regular 
school system, and for adults who require refresher 
courses or retraining. Courses at the trade schools 
may or may not require high school completion; but 
generally they require at least one or two years of 
high school as a pre-requisite for admission. On 
the other hand , enrolment in the courses for tech- 
nicians, both in technological and business divi- 
sions, presupposes high school graduation or at 
least complete high school standing in such key 
subjects as English, mathematics and sciences. 



Statistical data relating to these three types of 
publicly-operated vocational schools will be found 
in Sections I, II and III of this report.

Apprenticeship training is treated separately 
in Section IV of this report, since its structure is 
quite distinct. Its main characteristic is the 
indenture or contract between the apprentice and 
the employer, registered with the provincial Depart- 
ments of Labour. The training itself is done main- 
ly on the job with concurrent attendance in classes 
either during the evening, or on a full-time basis 
during the day for periods ranging from three to 
six weeks a year. 

The rapid development of vocational educa- 
tion in recent years has focussed attention by the 
Departments of Education on the recruitment and 
training of teachers for vocational schools. Most 
provinces have set up schools or school depart- 
ments for the training of vocational teachers, while 
the Atlantic provinces have pooled their resources 
to provide such training. Section V of this report 
deals with teaching staffs and the training of 
teachers for publicly-operated vocational schools.

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SURVEY OF VOCATIONAL EDUCATION AND TRAINING 



Not all vocational training in Canada is public- 
ly-operated. Private schools offering training in 
specific fields have flourished in Canada for many 
years, mostly in the larger centres. These schools 
hire their instructors, establish their own curricula, 
purchase their equipment and establish a scale of 
fees sufficient to enable them to operate at a rea- 
sonable profit . Some government control over such 
schools in maintained by a system of provincial 
lic ens ing, generally through the departments of 
Education or Labour, The best known and numeric- 
ally most important type ot private vocational 
school is the “business college" or private com- 
mercial school, which qualifies its graduates as 
typists, stenographers, bookkeepers, etc. Other 
numerically important private vocational schools 
are bartering and hairdressing schools, welding 
schools, radio and TV schools, and large, nation- 
ally-operating correspondence schools, which 
generally nrnviHo courses in a wiue variety of 
academic and vocational subjects. Data on the 
number of private vocational schools and student 
enrolment in such schools are found in the tables 
of Section VI of this report. 



Section VII contains statistical data on nurs- 
ing training at hospital schools and the training of 
nursing assistants who on graduation are eligible 
for registration by their respective province. As 
this is the second successive year that information 
on the former type of training has been made avail- 
able, a comparison with the previous year of the 
number of schools, students and graduates has 
been introduced into this section. 



Section VIII contains a brief report on the 
third year of operation of the Labour College of 
Canada during the summer of 1965. 



Federal Participation in Vocational Education 

The Federal Government has contributed 
considerably to the development and maintenance 
of vocational training facilities, recognizing the 
important part that such training plays in the 
economic development of the country. Its contribu- 
tion has affected virtually every phase of publicly- 
sponsored vocational training in Canada. Even 
some private vocational schools have received 
federal aid indirectly when fees for some of their 
students were paid by the Federal Government. 



The financial involvement of the Federal 
Government goes back to the twenties and thirties 
when the cost of vocational youth training was 
first shared by the provinces and the Federal Gov- 
ernment. However, it was not until the present

Participation federate & l’enseignement professionnel 

Le gouvernement federal a largement contribue 
au maintien et a l'expansion des etablissements de 
formation professionnelle et reconnaft par la le role 
important que joue une telle formation dans le deve- 
loppement economique du pays. La contribution 
federate touche pratiquement toutes les phases de la 
formation professionnelle publique au Canada. Meme 
quelques ecoles de formation professionnelle privees 
ont regu une aide federale car les frais de scolarite 
de certains eleves ont ete payes par le gouvernement 
federal. 

Les engagements financiers du gouvernement 
federal remontent airx annees 1920 et 1930, lorsque 
pour la premiere fois, le cout de la formation profes- 
sionnelle de la jeunesse a ete partage entre les pro- 
vinces et le gouvernement federal. Toutefois, ce 
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decade that the Federal Government undertook to 
play a major role in vocational training. This came 
about with the passing of the Technical and Voca- 
tional Training Assistance Act (S.C. 1950-61 C.6) 
in December I960, and the subsequent agreements 
with each of the ten provinces to share in the 
financial burden of providing adequate facilities 
for vocational training throughout the country. In 
brief, the objectives of this legislation were to 
provide assistance for the training of Canada’s 
labour force, to meet future requirements for skill- 
ed manpower, to reduce the number of unemployed 
persons by providing them with needed skills, and 
to develop manpower efficiency.

Under the terms laid down in these programs , the 
Federal Government agreed to contribute over a 
six-year period from 50 per cent to 100 per cent 
of the provincial operating costs for vocational 
education at the various levels (excluding voca- 
tional high schools), and to share very substantial- 
ly in provincial expenditures for the building and 
equipping of vocational centres. Partly as a result 
of this infusion of federal money, there has been 
a rapid expansion of technical and vocational train- 
ing facilities in recent years.

The total federal expenditures of $97,233,888 
for the fiscal year 1964-65 compare with expendi- 
tures of $136, 431, 967, in 1963-64, $207,915,438 in 
1962-63 and $35,729,624 in 1961-62, the first 
year of operation under the Technical and Voca- 
tional Training Assistance Act. 

The Federal Minister of Manpower and Immi- 
gration is advised by the National Technical and 
Vocational Training Advisory Council in adminis- 
tering the Technical and Vocational Training Assis- 
tance Act. This Council consists of representatives 
of employers, employees, educators, agriculture, 
veterans’ and women’s organizations; it usually 
meets twice a year.

Le Conseil est forme de represen- 
tants, d’employeurs, d’employes, d’educateurs, d’a- 
griculteurs, dissociations d’anciens combattants et 
d’organismes feminins.

Several standing committees assist the Nation- 
al Technical and Vocational Training Advisory 
Council in its advisory functions. These include 
the National Advisory Committee on Technological 
Education, the Apprenticeship Training Advisory 
Committee and the Interprovincial Vocational Cor- 
respondence Courses Committee. 

The following table summarizes the full-time 
enrolment data contained in this report in order to 
indicate the volume of full-time vocational training 
in Canada. There is a small amount of duplication 
in this table since a few of the students enrolled 
full-time under Programs 3, 5 and 6 of the Federal- 
Provincial Agreement were directe.’ to private trade 
or business schools for their courses and have 
been included also in the reports of enrolments 
furnished by these schools.

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SECTION I 

Publicly-sponsored Post-secondary Technical Courses — Cours techniques 

postsecondaires publics 



In the academic year 1964-65 there were 40 
publicly-controlled institutions offering post- 
secondary technical courses. While some of these 
institutes of technology or related institutions 
provide only for the training of technicians, who 
perform a function between that of the professional 
university graduate and the skilled tradesman, a 
number also offer courses at the trades training 
level which do not, in all cases, require high 
school graduation or equivalent standing for en- 
trance. 

On the other hand, there are trade schools and 
vocational centres, not primarily concerned with 
post-secondary education, which do offer a few 
courses requiring graduation from high school. 
Quebec trade schools offer the first two years of 
three year technician courses. Vocational centres 
in Ontario offer complete two-year technical courses 
in contrast to the three-year technician courses 
offered at various institutes of technology in that 
province. Trade schools in New Brunswick and 
vocational centres in British Columbia, Manitoba 
and Newfoundland offer a modicum of courses for 
skilled tradesmen which have as a prerequisite for 
admission the completion of the final year of high 
school. Enrolments in these latter courses, appar- 
ently because of the nature of the vocational role 
envisaged for the graduate, were not .reported as 
post-secondary technical courses. Consequently, 
they are not included in this section, but appear in 
Section III dealing with publicly-sponsored occu- 
pational courses. 



The length of the post-secondary technician 
courses varies from one to four years, but the 
majority are of two or three years duration. 

In May, 1961, the National Conference on 
Technological Training in Canada held its first 
meeting in Ottawa under the sponsorship of the 
Department of Labour and the National Technical 
and Vocational Training Advisory Council. The 
Conference recommended the establishment of a 
National Advisory Committee on Technological 
Education, and a nation-wide certification of grad- 
uates from post-secondary technical institutions. 
As a result of the latter recommendation, the major- 
ity of provinces have now agreed upon the follow- 
ing designations for graduates of Canadian institu- 
tes of technology —Diploma of Technology (D.T.), 
Diploma of Applied Arts (D.A.A.), and theirPrench 
language equivalents. 

The regulations governing the implementation 
of Program 2 of the Federal-Provincial Agree- 
ments of 1961 provide for federal financial support 
of training in engineering, scientific, business or 
other fields requiring advanced theoretical and 
practical training, except where such instruction 
is designed for university credit. High school 
graduation or its equivalent, plus approximately 
2,400 hours of instruction in full-time day classes, 
are basic requirements for elegibility under Pro- 
gram 2. In the tables of this section which follow, 
those enrolled in courses of two years duration 
or longer can be assumed to come within these 
requirements.

D’autre part, il existe des ecoles de metiers et 
des centres de formation professionnelle dont le 
premier role n’est pas l’enseignement postsecondaire, 
mais qui offrent quelques cours exigeant un diplome 
d’etudes secondaires. Les ecoles de metiers du 
Quebec offrent les deux premieres annees de cours 
de techniciens d’une duree de trois ans. Les centres 
de formation professionnelle de l’Ontario offrent des 
cours techniques complets d’une duree de deux ans. 
alors que divers instituts de technologie de cette 
province donnent des cours techniques de trois ans. 
Les ecoles de metiers du Nouveau-Brunswick et les 
centres de formation de la Colombie-Britannique, du 
Manitoba et de Terre-Neuve offrent’ un petit nombre 
de cours aux ouvriers specialises. N’y sont admises 
que les personnes qui ont termine la derniere annee 
des etudes secondaires. Les inscriptions a ces 
derniers cours, en raison, semble-t-il, de la nature 
du role de formation envisage pour le diplome, n’ont 
pas ete declarees comme inscriptions a des cours 
techniques postsecondaires. Par consequent, ces 
cours n’entrent pas dans le cadre de la presente 
section, mais paraissent ala section III, qui traite 
des cours publics de formation professionnelle. 

La duree des cours techniques postsecondaires 
varie d’un a quatre ans, mais la plupart sont de 
deux ou trois ans. 

En mai 1961, la Conference nationale de la 
formation technologique au Canada a tenu sa premiere 
reunion a Ottawa sous le patronage du ministere du 
Travail et du Conseil consultatif national de la forma- 
tion technique et professionnelle. La Conference a 
recommande la creation d’un Comite consultatif 
national de l’enseignement technologique et l'accrddi- 
tation, sur le plan national, des diplomes des institu- 
tions techniques postsecondaires. Comme consequence 
k cette demiSre recommandation, certaines provinces 
ont accepte les titres suivants pour les diplomes des 
instituts canadiens de technologie: diplome de tech- 
nologie (d.t.) et diplome d’arts appliques (d.a.a.) et 
leurs equivalents anglais. 

En vertu des rSglements rdgissant l’application 
du Programme 2 des ententes fdddrales-provinciales 
de 1961, l’aide financiere federale est accordee pour 
la formation dans les domaines du genie, des scien- 
ces, du commerce et autres, sauf pour les cours uni- 
versitaires. Le diplome secondaire ou son equivalent 
plus environ 2,400 heures de formation dans les clas- 
ses de jour sont les exigences fondamentales pour 
etre admis en vertu du Programme 2. II est suppose 
que ceux qui satisfont a ces exigences, dans les 
tableaux de la presente section, sont inscrits a des 
cours d’une duree de deux ans ou plus.

SECTION II 

Technical, Vocational and Composite High Schools 



Ecoles secondaires de formation professionnelle, 
ecoles techniques et polyvalentes 



The passing of the Technical and Vocational 
Training Assistance Act (1960) with its provision 
for substantial financial assistance from the 
Federal Government for vocational education has 
resulted in a sharp increase in the building and 
equipping of vocational high schools. While in 
1960-61 there were only 250 high schools offering 
vocational courses in Canada in 1964-65, approx- 
imately 600 provided this type of training. These 
schools have a variety of names such as: voca- 
tional, technical or technical-vocational, commer- 
cial, and composite high schools. These names do 
not always convey the idea of the programs offered, 
since the terms “technical” and “vocational” are 
used interchangeably. The purpose of these voca- 
tional high school courses is generally to prepare 
students for employment while they complete their 
general education. In the recent past there was a 
noticeable tendency towards the building of more 
high schools of the. composite type. Currently, 
however, considerable evidence suggests a prob- 
able reversal of this trend towards vocational or 
technical high schools, originally a Canadian 
development. 



Newfoundland.- Vocational education at the 
secondary school level is limited to the Commercial 
program. In 1964-65 the Commercial course, pre- 
viously offered at the Grade XI and XII levels 
only, was also offered at the Grade X level. 

Prince Edward Island. - Progress in the ex- 
pansion of vocational education in the secondary 
schools of this province was marked by the open- 
ing in the fall of 1964 of the vocational high school 
division of the Provincial Vocational Institute in 
Charlottetown. While this institution in its first 
year of operation offered only Grade IX courses of 
the four year curriculum, total vocational enrolment 
in the province more than doubled for the second 
consecutive year, and the ratio of vocational 
students to total secondary school enrolment in- 
creased by over 33 per cent. Students taking the 
Commercial course accounted for nearly one half 
the total vocational enrolment. 



Nova Scotia. -There were 1,970 students 
enrolled in vocational courses in six county voca- 
tional high schools. While schools which opened 
the preceding year were not yet operating at full 
student, capacity, there was, nevertheless, an in- 
crease of approximately 20 per cent in total voca- 
tional enrolments of which well over one third 
were in the Commercial course.

Tous ces cours de la formation pro- 
fessionnelle visent generalement a preparer les 
eleves a un emploi, tout en completant leur instruc- 
tion generale. Ces dernieres annees. il y a eu nette- 
ment tendance a etablir. plus d’ecoles secondaires du 
genre polyvalent. A l’heure actuelle, toutefois, de 
nombreux indices laissent supposer un retour a l’an- 
cienne formule des ecoles secondaires de formation 
professionnelle ou techniques, formule essentielle- 
ment canadienne a son origine. 

Terre-Neuve.-La formation professionnelle au 
niveau secondaire se limite au programmecommercial. 
En 1964-65, le cours commercial, qui se donnait 
precedemment aux seuls niveaux des lie et 12e annee 
se donnait aussi au niveau de la lOe annee.

ile-du-Prince-Edouard. - La diffusion de la 
formation professionnelle dans les Ecoles secon- 
daires de cette province a progresse avec l’ouverture, 
a l’automne de 1964, de la division de l’ecole secon- 
daire de formation professionnelle du Provincial 
Vocational Institute de Charlottetown. Alors qu’au 
cours de sa premiere annee d’existence, cette ins- 
titution n’avait donne que des cours de 9e annee du 
programme d’etudes de quatre ans, le total des 
inscriptions aux cours de formation professionnelle 
dans la province avait plus que double pour la 
deuxieme annee consecutive et la proportion des 
etudiants ins crits par rapport au total des inscriptions 
dans les ecoles secondaires avait augmente de plus 
de 33 p. 100. Les etudiants du cours commercial 
constituaient pres de la moitie du total des ins- 
criptions aux cours de formation professionnelle. 

Nouvelle-fEcosse.-Il y avait 1,970 etudiants 
inscrits aux cours de formation professionnelle dans 
six ecoles secondaires de formation professionnelle. 
Alors one les ecoles ouvertes Pannee precedente 
n’avaient _ as encore leur plein contingent d’dlSves, 
le nombre total descriptions aux cours de formation 
professionnelle s'etait accru d’environ 20 p. 100. 
Le cours commercial avdit retenu un bon tiers des 
inscriptions. 
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SURVEY OF VOCATIONAL EDUCATION AND TRAINING 



New Brunswick. --There was a 15 per cent 
increase over the previous year in enrolments in 
the fifteen vocational courses taught in the 17 
composite high schools and 37 regional high 
schools of this province. Whereas in the previous 
year one school enrolled only vocational students, 
during the year under review two schools offered 
vocational courses only. Of the total vocational 
enrolment of 8,861, representing nearly one fifth 
of all secondary school students, one half were in 
the Commercial course. 

Quebec. -The enrolment of pupils in home 
economics consists of those taking courses in 
Family Institutes, Intermediate Family Schools and 
Family Arts Schools. The Family Institutes offer a 
four-year course at the Grades X to XIII i^vel. The 
intermediate Family Schools give a regular course 
of two years at the Grades VIII and IX level and a 
three-year Family Arts course at the Grades VIII to 
X level. The Family Arts schools offer a two-year 
special course at the Grades X and XI level. 

The enrolment in commercial courses includes 
pupils in Grades VIII tc XII in public and inde- 
pendent schools of the province. The commercial 
course is the only vocational course offered within 
the framework of secondary education in the prov- 
ince of Quebec. Technical and trade courses are 
given either in the provincial Institutes of Tech- 
nology and Trade Schools or in the Apprenticeship 
Centres. 

Ontario. -The demand for vocational facilities 
provided under the Federal-Provincial Technical 
and Vocational Training agreement continued, and 
in 1564-65 academic year there were 147 boards 
involved in building new vocational schools or 
vocational additions to existing secondary schools. 
This demand was also evident in the increase in 
pupils who elected to follow vocational courses; 
enrolments increased over 23 per cent from the 
previous year, and 36 per cent of all secondary 
school enrolments were in vocational courses. 
Students in commercial courses accounted for 
almost one half of the total enrolments in the 
approximately 40 courses offered, and those in 
automobile mechanics, electricity, electronics, 
machine shop and drafting made up significant 
percentages. 



Manitoba. -A total of 54 schools were offering 
vocational courses at the high school level in 
1964-65. A great majority of these were high 
scbou/S and collegiate institutes in which at least 
80 per cent of the pupils were in an academic 
course and the remainder in a commercial course. 
Several schools, mostly in the Winnipeg area, 
offered one or two other vocational courses, but 
the Winnipeg Technical-Vocational High School 
was the only one to offer a wide range of voca- 
tional courses in Grades X, XI, and XII. 



Nouveau-Brunswick. - Les inscriptions aux 15 
cours de formation professionnelle dans les 17 ecoles 
secondairespolyvalentes etles 37 dcoles secondaires 
regionales de cette province ont augmente de 15 p. 
100 par rapport a l’annee precedente. Cette annee-la, 
une seule ecole ne donnaitque des cours de formation 
professionnelle, alors qu’il y a en avait deux pendant 
l’annee observee. La moitie des 8,861 etudiants 
inscrits aux cours de formation professionnelle, soit 
pres d’un cinquieme de tous les dtudiants des ecoles 
secondaires, suivaient le cours commercial. 

Quebec. -Les eleves inscrits h l’enseignement 
menager comprennent les Sieves des instituts fami- 
liaux, des ecoles intermediates familiale? et des 
Scoles d’arts familiaux. Les instituts familiaux 
donnent un cours de quatre ans au niveau de la lOe 
& la 13e annde. Les ecoles intermddiaires familiales 
donnent un cours regulier de deux ans au niveau des 
Be et 9e annees et un cours d’arts familiaux de trois 
ans au niveau des 8e, 9e et lOe anndes. Les ecoles 
d’arts familiaux donnent un cours special de deux 
ans au niveau des lOe et lie anndes. 

Ceux qui s’inscrivent aux cours commerciaux 
sont des eleves de la 8e a la 12e annee dans les 
ecoles publiques et les ecoles independantes de la 
province. Le cours commercial est le seul cours de 
formation professionnelle qui se donne dans le 
cadre de l’enseignement secondaire au Quebec. 
L’enseignement technique et des metiers se donne 
soit dans les Instituts de technologic et les Ecoles 
de metiers de la province, soit dans des Centres 
d’apprentissage. 

Ontario. -La demande de moyens de formation 
professionnelle dans le cadre de l’entente federale- 
provinciale sur la formation technique et profession- 
nelle n’a pas cesse et, au cours de l’annee scolaire 
1964-65, 147 commissions ont construit des ecoles 
de formation professionnelle ou des rajouts destines 
a la formation professionnelle aux ecoles secondaires 
existantes. Cette demande s’est manifestee aussi 
par l’accroissement du nombre d’eleves suivant 
des cours de formation professionnelle; les inscrip- 
tions etaient 23 p. 100 plus nombreuses que l’annee 
precedente 36 p. 100 des inscriptions aux ecoles 
secondaires etaient aux cours de formation profes- 
sionnelle. Les etudiants des cours commerciaux

Saskatchewan. -Reported full-time enrolment 
in vocational high school courses decreased by 45 
per cent in the fall of 1964. It should be noted, 
however, that fewer schools reported for the period 
under review than for the previous period. 



Alberta. -The number of secondary schools 
reporting enrolments in vocational courses in- 
creased from 35 in the 1963-64 academic year to 
41 in the year covered by this report. Of these 
schools, 18 offered vocational business education 
only and another 7 offered vocational courses at 
the Grade X level only. Full-time enrolments in- 
creased from 11,471 in 1963 by 13 per cent to 
12,962 in 1964. Schools offering only vocational 
programs increased from two to three over the 
same period. 



British Columbia. — The number of schools 
reporting vocational enrolments decreased to 44 
from 59 the previous year. This partially explains 
the drop of one third in the ratio of vocational to 
total secondary school enrolment. 



Saskatchewan. -Les inscriptions & plein temps 
declarees par les ecoles secondaires de formation 
professionnelle ont diminud de 45 p. 100 & l’automne 
de 1964. II y a lieu de signaler, toutefois, que moins 
d'ecoles ont fait rapport pour la periode observde 
que pour la periode prdcedente. 

Alberta. -De 1 ’annee scolaire 1963-64 & Fannie 
visee par le present rapport, le nombre des ecoles 
secondaires h declarer des inscriptions aux cours de 
formation professionnelle est nasse de 35 a 41. De 
ces ecoles, 18 ne donnaient que des cours de forma- 
tion professionnelle et commerciale et 7 autres 
donnaient des cours de formation professionnelle au 
niveau de la lOe annee seulement. Les inscriptions 
k plein temps ont augmente de 13 p. 100 entre 1963 
et 1964, passant de 11,471 & 12,962.

SECTION III 

Publicly-sponsored Occupational Courses 



Los cours publics de formation professionnelle 



Although the Federal Government has uccome 
involved financially in the maintenance and devel- 
opment of vocational training facilities, as pointed 
out in the introduction, nevertheless training in 
schools at the trade level is essentially a pro- 
vincial responsibility. Consequently most trade 
schools are provincially operated, although a few 
municipal school boards operate institutions offer- 
ing trade training both for students of compulsory 
school age and for those who have left school. In 
many larger centres local boards also administer 
training programs for unemployed persons (Pro- 
gram 5). 



The tables in this section of the report present 
data on the number of persons who were receiving 
full-time training under the various programs of the 
Federal-Provincial Agreements, except for those 
being trained under Programs 1, 2, 7, and appren- 
ticeship training, which are dealt with in other 
sections of this report. 



Total full-time enrolment in all courses under 
Programs 3, 5, 6 and 8 of the Federal-Provincial 
Agreements increased by 15 per cent over the 
preceding year to over 101,000. Over one quarter 
of this amcunt consisted of unemployed persons 
who, lacking the general education they required 
to undertake training in a specific vocational 
course, enrolled under Program 5 in a basic train- 
ing course for skill development. The Business 
Practice course, chosen by 11,243 women, had the 
largest enrolment (13,964) of any other specific 
vocational course. 



Following is a brief outline of provincial 
activities in the field of trade and other occupa- 
tional training at this level. 



Newfoundland. -During 1964-65 enrolment in 
the College of Trades and Technology at St.John’s 
approached the planned capacity of the building 
and, in a number of areas, applications from quali- 
fied students exceeded the number of places ava il - 
able. On the other hand, the increase in enrolments 
in the District Vocational Schools was not as great 
as anticipated. 



Bien aue le gouvernement federal se soit finan- 
cierement engage quant au maintien et a l’expansion 
des institutions de formation professionnelle, la for- 
mation professionnelle dans les ecoles au niveau des 
metiers releve fondamentalement des provinces. Par 
consequent, la plupart des ecoles de metiers sont 
dirigees par les provinces, mais certaines commis- 
sions scolaires dirigent des institutions qui donnent 
la formation professionnelle tant aux eleves d’age 
scolaire qu’aceuxqui ont quitte l’ecole. Dans nombre 
de grands centres, les commissions locales se char- 
gent aussi de programmes de formation a l’intention 
des sans-travail (Programme 5). 



Les tableaux de la presente section i a rapport 
contiennent des donnees sur le nombre de personnes 
qui recevaient une formation a plein temps en vertu 
des differents programmes des ententes federales- 
provinciales, exception faite de ceux qui recevaient 
une formation dans le cadre des Programmes 1, 2, 7 
ou par apprentissage, programmes dont il est question 
dans les autres sections du present rapport. 

Le nombre total des inscriptions a plein temps 
a tous s cours relevant des Programmes 3, 5, 6 et 
8 des ententes federales-provinciales s’est accru 
de 15 p. 100 par rapport a l’ennee precedente et a 
atteint plus de 101,000. Plus d’un quart etaient des 
chomeurs qui, n’ayant pas l’instruction generals 
requise pour suivre un cours special de formation 
professionnelle, s’etaient inscrits en vertu du Pro- 
gramme 5 a un cours de formation de base en vue 
de la specialisation. Le cours sur les pratiques 
d’affaires, pour lequel ont opte 11,243 femmes, a 
retenu plus d’inscriptions (13,964) que tout autre 
cours de formation professionnelle. 



Suivent les grandes lignes de 1’activitp des pro- 
vinces dans le domaine de la formation technique et 
professionnelle, a ce niveau, 



Terre-Neuve. — En 1964-65, les inscriptions au 
College of Trades and Technology de Saint-Jean 
atteignaient presque le nombre maximum prevu pour 
l’edifice et, dans certains secteurs, il n’y avait pas 
assez de places disponibles pour recevoir tous les 
etudiants qualifies qui en faisaient la demande. En 
revanche, l’augmentation des inscriptions aux ecoles 
de formation professionnelle de district n’a pas ete 
aussi forte qu’on l’avait prevu. 



ERiC 
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Prince Edward Island. -The Provincial Voca- 
tional Institute in Charlottetown which was officially 
opened on November 27, 1964 is the second school 
in the province to combine trade (occupational) 
training and vocational high school training. The 
vocational high school division of this school, is 
considered to be an integral part of the provincial 
high school system. This new institution following 
the example of the Prince County Vocational High 
School attached great importance to evening classes 
for adults. 



Nova Scotia. -Full-time enrolments in trade 
and vocational courses under Programs 3, 5, 6 and 8 
continued to show increases in 1964-65. 



New Brunswick. — The growth and development 
of provincial Institutes of Technology and area 
trade schools continued during 1964-65. Twelve 
technical and twenty-six trade and occupational 
courses were offered by these institutions in the 
year under review. 



Quebec. —Because of the large number of its 
trade schools, well distributed throughout the 
province, Quebec continued to lead all provinces 
in the number of students enrolled in courses under 
Program 3, the basis program for providing pre- 
employment, upgrading and retraining courses for 
persons who are over the compulsory school 
attendance age and who have left the regular 
secondary schools. Another reason for the rela- 
tively large enrolment in courses under Program 3 
in Quebec is the fact that apprentices in that prov- 
ince take their training prior to employment under 
Program 3. 



Ontario. — Vocational centres in London and 
Ottawa began operating for the first time in the fall 
of 1964, and the number of students enrolled ex- 
ceeded initial expectations. Technical courses for 
apprentices in the certified trades and pre-employ- 
ment courses in non-certified trades and trades 
approved for vocational training under the Federal- 
Provincial Agreements, as well as post-secondary 
technical and business courses were offered at 
these institutions. An enrolment of 30,107 un- 
employed persons in courses offered at these 
centres, at the three provincial institutes of trades 
in Toronto and other centres throughout the prov- 
ince, accounted for over 50 per cent of the total 
Canadian enrolments under Program 5 of the 
Federal-Provincial Agreements. 



Ile-du-Prince-Edouard.— Le Provincial Voca- 
tional Institute de Charlottetown, officiellement 
inaugure le 27 novembre 1964, est la deuxieme ecole 
de la province a combiner la formation (profession- 
nelle) de 1’ouvrier et la formation professionnelle au 
niveau de l’ecole secondaire. On considere comme 
faisant partie integrante du reseau provincial d’ecoles 
secondaires la division de cette ecole qui s’occupe 
de la formation professionnelle au niveau secondaire. 
Suivant en cela l’exemple de la Prince County Voca- 
High School, cette nouvelle institution attache beau- 
cou. d’importance aux co’ts du soir pour adultes. 



Nouvelle-Ecosse. — Les inscriptions a plein 
temps aux cours de metiers et de formation profes- 
sionnelle etablis en vertu des Programmes 3, 5, 6 et 
8 ont continue d’augmenter en 1964-65. 



Nouveau-Brunswick. — L’accroisserr''nt et l’ex- 
pansion des ins*ituts provinciaux de technologie et 
des ecoles de metiers regionales n’ont pas cesse en 
1964-65. Ces institutions ont donne pendant l’annee 
observee 12 cours de formation technique et 29 de 
formation professionnelle de l’ouvrier. 



Quebec.— Vu le grand nombre de ses ecoles de 
metiers bien reparties sur son territoire, le Quebec 
reste en tete des provinces quant au nombre d’eleves 
inscrits aux cours relevant du Programme 3, program- 
me de base prevoyant des cours d’initiation au travail 
de perfectionnement et de recyclage pour les person- 
nes qui ont depasse l’age de la frequentation scolaire 
obligatoire et qui ont quitte les ecoles secondaires 
regulieres. Un autre raison qui explique les ins- 
criptions relativement elevees aux cours relevant du 
Programme 3 au Quebec, c’est le fait que, dans cette 
province, l’apprentissage se fait avant l’embauchage, 
suivant le Programme 3. 



Ontario. —Des nouveaux centres de formation 
professionnelle ont ouvert leurs portes a London et 
Ottawa a 1’automne de 1964 et le nombre descriptions 
a depasse les previsions initiales. Ces institutions 
ont donne des cours de formation technique destines 
aux apprentis des metiers reconnus et des cours 
d’initiation au travail dans les metiers non reconnus 
et les metiers a l’egard desquels la formation profes- 
sionnelle estautoriseeen vertu des ententes federales- 
provinciales, ainsi que des cours postsecondaires de 
formation technique et commerciale. Les 30,107 
chomeurs inscrits aux cours donnes dans ces centres, 
dans les trois instituts provinciaux de metiers, a 
Toronto, et dans les autres centres de la province, 
constituaient plus de 50 p. 100 du total des Canadiens 
inscrits en vertu du Programme 5 des ententes fede- 
rales-provincial es. 
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Manitoba. -The second full year of operation 
for the industrial division *>f the Manitoba Institute 
of Technology was marked by a significant in- 
crease in the number of students enrolled in voca- 
tional courses under Program 3 of the Federal- 
Provincial agreements. Total provincial enrolments 
under Program 3 increased fourfold to 2,331 as 
compared with 575 in the preceding fiscal year. 
This increase can be accounted for mostly by a 



large enrolment in courses in the Garment Industry 
offered in 46 centres; a year earlier only 15 centres 
were involved in this type of training. 



Saskatchewan. — Vocational training in the 
trades area was offered in the Technical Institutes 
at Saskatoon and Moose Jaw to apprentices, pre- 
employment students and unemployed workers. 
Gther unemployed workers with limited educational 
backgrounds received further basic academic train- 
ing in 9 junior courses of eight weeks duration and 
24 courses of 16 weeks each in ten centres through- 
out the province. 

Alberta. -Increases over the preceding year 
were recorded in enrolments in vocational courses 
for pre-employment students and unemployed 
persons receiving training under Programs 3 and 5 
respectively. Courses in small business manage- 
ment, first offered to businessmen under Program 4 
a year earlier, were especially popular and suc- 
cessful during the year under review. 



Manitoba. -La deuxieme annee complete de 
fonctionnement de la division industrielle du Manitoba 
Institute of Technology a ete marquee par un ac- 
croissement sensible du nombre d’ etudiants inscnts 
aux cours de formation professionnelle en vertu du 
Programme 3 des ententes federales-provinciales. 
Les inscriptions en vertu du Programme 3^ ont qua- 
druple dans cette province, passant de 575 a 2,331 en 
une annee. Cette augmentation tient pour une bonne 
part aux nombreuses inscriptions aux cours de l’in- 
dustrie du vetement qui se sont donnes dans 46 
ponfroc- nn c*n ninQ f- of- spnlpmont 15 centres offraient 

ces cours. 

Saskatchewan. —Apprentis, etudiants inscrits 
aux ccurs d’initiation au travail et chomeurs ont pu 
suivre les cours de formation professionnelle dans 
le secteur des metiers aux instituts techniques de 
Saskatoon et de Moose Jaw. On a dispense un en- 
seignement scolaire de base a d’autres chomeurs 
ayant une formation scolaire limitee, dans 9 cours 
juniors d’une duree de huit semaines et dans 24 cours 
de 16 semaines chacun dansdix centres de la province. 

Alberta. -Les inscriptions aux cours deformation 
professionnelle au niveau de l’initiation au travail 
et a l’initiationdes chomeurs en vertu des Programmes 
3 et 5 respectivement, ont augmente par rapport a 
1’ annee precedente. Des cours d ’administration de 
petites entreprises, d’abord offerts aux hommes d’af- 
faires en vertu du Programme 4 un an plus tot, ont 
ete tres populaires et ont connu du succes au cours 
de l’annee observee. 



British Columbia. — Vocational courses for 
pre-employment students and unemployed persons 
offered under Programs 3 and 5 respectively were 
offered at 5 regional vocational schools and the 
Vancouver Vocational Institute. Enrolments under 
these programs increased significantly over those 
of the previous year. 



Colombie-Britannique. — Cinq ecoles regionales 
de formation professionnelle et le Vancouver Voca- 
tional Institute ont donne des cours de formation 
professionnelle aux etudiants inscrits aux cours 
d’initiation au travail et aux chomeurs. Ces cours se 
donnaient en vertu des Programmes 3 et 5 respective- 
ment. Les inscriptions aux cours relevant de ces 
programmes ont augmente sensiblement a comparer a 
l’annee precedente. 



Yukon and Northwest Territories. - A number 
of vocational courses suitable for residents of the 
far north were provided at the Sir John Franklin 
school in Yellowknife and at the Whitehorse 
Vocational Training School and the F.H. Collins 
Secondary School in Whitehorse, Y.T. In addition, 
a number of residents of the Territories were sent 
to Alberta or other provinces for training as nurses, 
aircraft mechanics, plumbers, carpenters, etc. at 
public expense. 



Yukon et les Territoires du Nord-Ouest. -Des 
cours de formation professionnelle pour les residents 
du grand Nord etaient offerts a Yellowknife, par la 
Sir John Franklin School et a Whitehorse (Yukon), 
par la Whitehorse Vocational Training School et la 
F.h. Collins Secondary School . De plus, des resi- 
dents des Territoires ont ete envoyes en Alberta 
pour y recevoir, aux frais du gouvernement, une for- 
mation en soins infirmiers, mecanique aeronautique, 
plomberie, menuiserie, etc.

SECTION IV 



Apprenticeship — Apprentissage 



Table 10 gives data m registrations of indent- 
ured apprentices with the provincial Departments 
of Labour and shows the numbers completing their 
apprenticeship for each year from 1956 to 1965. 
Over this period the number of registered appren- 
tices in Canada, ir.cr 09 .s 0 d on th0 by 85 per 

cent, approximately 1,460 a year. Completions, on 
the Che' hand, increased by about 42 per cent 
over the same period. Figures are presented sepa- 
rately for each province save Quebec where the 
training is done largely on a pre-employment basis 
and is reported in Table 13. Prince Edward Island 
had no apprentices before 1963 and data are avail- 
able for the last two years only. 

Table 11 gives details about the changes in 
registrations for the school year 1964-65, i.e., 
new registrations, cancellations and completions. 
In the report for 1963-64 a few enrolments in 
welding and printing were placed in “Other me- 
chanical and metal working” and “Miscellaneous” 
categories respectively with the result that the 
figures in the first column of this table differ 
slightly from the figures in the last column of the 
preceding report. 

Table 12 deals with enrolment of registered 
apprentices in full-time, part-time and correspond- 
ence courses during the school year 1964-65. 
Full-time courses require full-f’me daily attend- 
ance for periods ranging from four to twelve weeks 
a year. Part-time courses are taken Dn a part-time 
basis, usually in the evenirg. 

Data for the tables described above were 
obtained from the monthly and quarterly provincial 
reports submitted to the Technical and Vocational 
Training Branch of the federal Department of 
Citizenship and Immigration. 

The system of apprenticeship in the province 
of Quebec 1 is different from that in the other 
provinces. With “ - exception of a few trades 
(e g. printing), ina-u^ureship does not exist in 
Quebec, Neither the employer nor the apprentice 
is bound by an apprenticeship contract. For this 
reason, most of the formal training is done on a 
pre-euployment basis. In other words, a youngster 
takes a full-time course in a given specialty, rang- 
ing from six months to two years, before he takes a 
job as an apprentice. These courses are offered by 
provincial Trade schools and Apprenticeship 
centres.

Le tableau 10 contient les chiffres sur les ap- 
prentis sous contrat enregistres aux ministeres pro- 
vinciaux du Travail et le nombre de ceux qui ont 
termine leur apprentissage chaque annee de 1956 a 
1965. Au cours de cette periode, le nombre d’apprentis 
inscrits au Canada a augments, en moyenne, de 85 
p. 100, ou d’a peu pres 1,460 par annee. Les appren- 
tissages termines, d’autre part, ont augmente d’en- 
viron 42 p. 100 au cours de la meme periode. Des 
chiffres distincts paraissent pour chaque province, 
sauf le Quebec, ou la formation s ; acquiert surtout 
avant 1’embauchage regulier; les chiffres paraissent 
au tableau 13. L’lle-du-Prince-Edouard ne comptait 
pas d’apprentis enregistres avant 1963. 

Le tableau 11 indique en detail les variations 
intervenues dans les enregistrements au cours de 
1’annee scolaire 1964-65 (nouvelles inscriptions, 
resiliations de contrats et contrats remplis). Dans le 
rapport de 1963-64, quelques inscriptions en soudure 
et enimprimerie etaient comprises dans les categories 
“autre, mecanique et travail de metaux” et "divers” 
respectivement. Par consequent, les chiffres de la 
premiere colonne de ce tableau different legerement 
de ceux de la derniere colonne du rapport precedent. 

Le tableau 12 traite des appren tis inscrits a des 
cours a plein temps, a temps partiel et par correspon- 
dance durant 1’annee scolaire 1964-65. Les cours 
a plein temps exigent la presence a plein temps 
chaque jour durant des periode s variant de quatre a 
douze semaines par annee. Les cours a temps partiel 
sont suivis a temps partiel, habitueliement le soir. 

Les donnees des tableaux decrits ci-dessus sont 
tirees des rapports mensuels et trimestriels provin- 
cial transmis a la Direction de la formation profes- 
sionnelle et technique du ministere federal de la 
Citoyennete et de lTmmigration. 

Le regime d’apprentissage dans la province de 
Quebec 1 differe de celui des autres provinces. Sauf 
dans quelques metiers (exemple: l’imprimerie), il 
n’y a pas d’apprentissage par contrat dans le Quebec. 
Ni le patron ni l’apprenti ne sont lies par un contrat 
d’apprentissage. C’est pourquoi la majeure partie de 
la formation reguliere est une initiation au travail. 
En d’autres termes, un jeune suit a plein temps, un 
cours de six mois a deux ans dans une speciality 
avant d’occuper un emploi a, titre d’apprenti. Ces 
cours sont donnes dans les Ecoles de metiers pro- 
vinciales et dans les Centres d’apprentissage.

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There are at present twenty Apprenticeship 
centres in Quebec operated by the local Apprentice- 
ship Commissions. These are composed of the re- 
presentatives of employers, employees and the 
provincial Departments of Labour and Education. 
Seventeen of these centres give instruction in 
building trades, four in automobile trades, one in 
printing trades, one in shoe repair, and one in 
barbering and hairdressing. The Apprenticeship 
Centre in Rimouski gives instruction in both 
building and automotive trades . 

Whereas the full-time day enrolment can be 
considered as pre-employment training, the part- 
time enrolment, comprising evening pupils, is 
composed of apprentices and journeymen who are 
actually engaged in their respective occupations. 
Thus the latter enrolment can be considered as 
formal apprenticeship training (and upgrading) 
comparable to that offered in other provinces . 

The group of building trades is composed of 
bricklaying, plastering, carpentry, painting, tile- 
setting (including marble and terrazzo), plumbing 
and heating, electricity, tinsmithing, welding, 
refrigeration and subjects ancillary to these 
trades. The pre-employment training takes from 6 
to 10 months. The complete apprenticeship takes 
four years, and during this period the apprentices 
are urged to attend evening courses offered by the 
centres. 

The four automotive schools offer night courses 
to those who are actually engaged in the automotive 
trades. The regular full-time day enrolment is re- 
ported elsewhere. 



Shoemaking is being taught in Montreal.. The 
full-time pre -employment courses range from a 
few months to two years 

Apprenticeship in hairdressing lasts 36 
months, and 12 months in manicuring. Hairdress- 
ing is taken in a hairdressing or beauty parlour. 
Courses are offered by private schools, and one 
school is operated at night in Montreal by the 
Apprenticeship Commission . 

Barbering can be learned by apprenticeship 
to a barber, by a one-year course at an arts and 
crafts school, or by a combination of on-the-job 
training and night classes at the Hairdressing 
school in Montreal. 

Apprenticeship in the printing trades calls 
for an indenture between the employer, the ap- 
prentice and the Apprenticeship Commission. 
During the first 3 years of this contract the ap- 
prentices attend the Montreal Institute of Graphic 
Arts, one day a week. However, the employers may 
use the services of a full-time student from the 
Institute to replace the apprentice. This system 
covers most of the industry in the province with 
the exception of the Quebec City area.
